Discourse of Reverend T. 


Titus iii., 13.—‘ Bring Zenas, the lawyer.” 

We all admire the hefoic and rigorods 
side of Paul’s nature, as when he stands 
coolly delibérate on the deck of the corn- 
ship, while the jack-tars of the Mediterra- 
nean are cowering in the cyclone; as when 
he stands undaunted anid the marvels of 
th palace, before thick-necked Nero, suar- 
rounded with his tWelve cruel lictors; as 
when we find him earning his livelihood 
with his own needle, sewing haircloth, and 
preaching the gospel in the interstices; as 
wher we find him able to take the thitty- 
nine lashes, every stroke of which fetched 
the blood, yet continuing in his mission- 
ary work; as when we find him regardless 
uf the consequence to himself, deliver: 
ing a temperance lecture to Felix, the 
government inebriate. But sometimes we 
catch a glimpse of the mild and genial side 
of Paul's nature. It seems that he had a 
friend who was a barrister by profession. 
His name wa; Zenas, and he wanted to see 
him. Perbaps he had formed the atquaint- 
ance of this lawyer in the court-room. Per- 
haps sometimes, when he wanted to ask 
some questions in regard to Roman law, he 
went to this Zonas, the !awyer. At any rate, 
he bad a warm aitachment for the man, and 
he provides for bis comfortable escort and 
entertainment, as be writes to Titus, “Bring 
Z2:as,the lawyer ’’ This man of my text be- 
longed to a profession which has ofte had 
ardent supporters of Christ and the gospel. 
amongthem Bileckstone,the great Commen 
tator on Koglish law; and Wilberforce, the 
emancipster; aod Chancellor Frelinghuy- 
sen; andthe late Benjamin F. Butlevz, at- 
torney general of New York} and the late 
Charles Chauncey, the lealer of the Phila 
délphia bar; and Chief-Justice Marshall, 
and Tenderden, and Campbell, and Sir 
Thomas More, who died for the truth cn 
the scaffold, saying to his” aghast execu 
tioneer: “‘Pluck up courage, man, and do 
your duty; my neck is very short; be 
careful, therefore, and do not strike away.”’ 
Among the mightiest pleas that ever have 
been made by tongue of barrister have been 
pleas in behalf of the Bibleand Christianiiy 
—as when Daniel Webster stood in the 
supreme court at Washington, pleading iv 
the famous Girard will case, denouncing any 
attempt to educate the people without giv- 
ing them at the same time moral sentiment, 
as ‘low, ribald, and vulgar deism and infi- 
delity;’’ as when Samuel L. Southard, ot 
New Jersey, the leader of the forum in his 
day, stood on the platform at Princeton col 
lege commencement, advocating the iy | 
excellency of the scriptures; as when 
mund Burke, in the famous trial of Warren 
Hastings, not only in behalf of the English 
government, butin behalf of elevated mor- 
als, closed his speech in the midst of the 
most august assemblage ever gathered i» 
Westminster hall, by saying: “I impeach 
Warren Hastings in the name of the hous: 
of commons, whcse national character 
he has dishonored; I impeach him i+ 
the name of the people of 
India, whose rights and liberties .he 
has subverted; I impeach him in the name 
of human nature, which he has disgraced; 
in the name of both sexes, and of every 
rank, and of every station, and of every sit- 
uation in the world, | impeach Warren 
ree ae Yet, notwithstanding all the 
pleas which that Rioteetion has made in be- 
half of God, and c) ch, and the gospel, 
and the rights of man, has come down 
through the generations astyle of prejudice 
against it. So long ago as in the time of 
Oliver Cromwell it was decided that lawyers 
might not enter the parliament house as 
members, and they were called ‘‘sons of Zer- 
niah.’”’ The jearned Dr. Johnson wroie an 
epitaph of one of them in these words: 


“God works wonders now and then, 
Here lies a lawyer, an honest man!"’ 

Two hundred years ago a treatise was 
issued with the title: ‘‘Doomsday Approach. 
ing, with Thunderand Lightning for Law 
yers.” A prominent clergyman of the Jast 
century wrote in regard to that profession 
these words: ‘There is a scciety of men 
amongst us bred up from their youth in the 
art of proving, according as they are paid, by 
worcs multiplied for the purpose, that 
white is black and black is white. For ex. 
ample, if wy neighbor has a mind to my 
cow, be hires a lawyer to prove that he 
ought to have my cow from me. I must 
hire another jawyer to defend my right, i: 
oeing against all rules of Jaw that a man 
should speak for himself. In pleading 
they do not dwell upon the merits of the 
cause, but upon circumstances foreign 
thereto. For instance, they do not 
take the shortest method to know what 
itle my adversary has to my cow, but 
whether the cow be red or black, or her 
horns long or short, or the like. After that 
they adjourn the cause from time to time, 
and in twenty years they come to an issue. 
This socie:*, likewise, has a peculiar cant 
or jargon ot their own, in which aj] the 
laws are written, end these they take espe 
cial care to multiply, whereby they have so 
confounded truth and falsehood that it 
will taketwelve years todecide whether the 
field left to me by my ancestors for six gen- 
erations belongs to me, or to one three hun- 
dred miles off”’ 

I say that these things show that there 
has been a prejudice going on down, against 
that profession, from generation to genera- 
tion. | account for it on the single fact that 
they compel men to pay debts that they 
don’t want to pay, and that they arraigih 
criminals who want to escape the conse- 
quences of their crime; and so long as that 
is so, and it always will be so, just so long 
will there be classes of men who wili affect, 
at any rate, to despise the legal profession. 
I know not bow it was in other coun- 
tries; but I have had long and wide 
acquaintance with men in that profes- 
sion. { have found them in all my par- 
ishes—I tarried in one of their oflices 
three years, where there came real estate 
lawyers, insurance lawyers, criminal law- 
yers, marine lawyers, and I have yet to find 
a class of men more geniai or more straight 
forward. There are in that occupation, as 
in all our occupations, men utterly obnox- 
ious to God and man; but, if I were on 
trial for my integrity or my life and I 


| wanted even-handed justice administered 


tome, I would rather have my case sub- 
mitted to a jury of twelve lawyers than tua 
jury of tweive clergymen. The legal pro- 
fession, I believe, have less violence of 
prejudice than is to be found in the sacred 
calling. 

There is, however, no man who has more 
temptations, more trials, or graver respon- 
sibilities than the barrister, and he who at- 
tempts to discharge the duties of his posi- 
tion with only earthly resources is making 
avery great mistake. Witness the scores 
of men who have been your contemporaries 
making eternal shipwreck. Witness the 
men who, with the law of the land under 
theirarm, bave violated every statute of 
the eternal God. Witness the men who 
have argued placidly before’ earthly 
tribunals who shall shiver in 
dismay before the judge of the 
quick andthe deed See the sad fate of 
Tbomas Marshali and Serjeant Prentiss, the 
Boanerges of the world, their names 
synonymous for eloquence and legal 
acumen. Witness Lord Thurlow announc- 
ing his loyalty to earthly government in 
the sentence, “If I forget my earthy sov- 
ereign may God forget me,” and yet stoop- 
ing to unaccountable meannesses. Witness 
Lord Coke, the learned and the reckless. 
Witness Sir George McK enzie,the execrated 
of all Scorch covenanters, so that until this 
day, in Gray Friars’ cburchyard, Edinburg, 
the children whistle through the bars of the 
tomb, crying: 

““Bioody McKenzie, come out if you dare; 
Lift the sneck, and draw the bar.’’ 

No other profession more needs the grace 
of God to deliver them in their temptations, 
to comfort them in their trials, to sustain 
them in the discharge of their duty. While 
I would have you bring the merchant to 
Christ, and while I would have you bring 
the mechanic to Christ, Laddress you in the 
words of Paul to Titus: ‘‘Bring Zenas, the 
lawyer. By so much as his duties are 
delicate and great, by so much does he need 
OCbristian stimutus and safeguard. We all 
become clients. I do not suppose there is a 
man fifty years of age, who has been in 
active life, who has not been afflicted with 
alawsuit. Yourname is assaulted, and 

ou must have Jegai protection. Your 
botindary line is invaded, and _ the 
courts must re-establish it. Your 
patent is intringed upon, and you must 
make the offending manufacturer pay the 
pevalty. Your treasures are taken, and the 
thief wust be apprehended. You want to 
make your will, and you do not want to 
follow the example of those who, for the 
sake of saving £20 from an attorney, im- 
peril £50,000, and keep the generation fol- 
lowing for twenty years quarreling about 
the estate until it is all exhaust You 
are struck at by an assassin, and you must. 
invoke for him the penitentiary. Ail classes

True to the habits 
of your profession, say: “Cite us some au- 
thority on the subject.” Well, I quote to 
ou the decision of the Supreme Court of 
eaven: “If any lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God, who giveth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not, and it shall be given him.” 
hat a scene is the office of the busy at- 
torney! In addition to the men who come 
to you from right motives, bad men will 
come to you. They will offer you a large 
fee for counsel in the wrong direction. They 
want to Know ffotn you how they can és- 
tape from solemn matricial obligation. They 
come to you waiting toknow bow they can 
fail advantageously for themselves. They 
come to you wanting to know bow they can 
make the insurance company pay fora de- 
stroyed house which they burned down 
with their own hands Or they come to 
you on the simp'e errand of wanting to es- 
cape their lronest debts. Now, it is no easy 
thing to advise settlement, when by arging 
litigation you coud sirike a mine of re- 
muneration. Ic is not a very easy thing to 
dampen the ardor of an inflamed contes 
tant, when you know, through a prolonged 
law enift, you could get whatever you asked 
[tis no easy thing to attempt to discourage 
the suit for the breaking ofa willin the eur- 
rogate’s court,b cause you know the testator 
was of sourd mind and body when he signed 
the dccument. It requires no small hero- 
ism todo asl heard an attorney doin an 
office ina western city. He said: ‘Johp 
] will see you through as weil as I can, buf” 
[ want totell you cefure yon start thata 
lawsuit is equal toa fire’’ Under the tre- 
mendcus temptations that come upon the 
leval profession scoresof men go down 
Puere are scores of nev who have gone 
down,and someof them from being the 
pride of the highest trivural! of the state, 
have become a disgrace to the Tombs court- 
room. Every attorney, in addition to the 
innate sense of right, wants the sustaining 
power of the old fastioned religion of Jesus 
Christ. “Bring Zenas, the lawyer.’’ 

There are two or three forms of tempta- 
tion to which the legal profession is especi 
ally subjected. The first of all its skep- 
ticism. Controversy is the lifetime busi- 
ness of that occupation. Controversy may 
be incidental or accidental with us; but 
then it is perpetual. You get so used to 
pushing the sharp question ‘Why?’ and 
making unaided reason superior to ihe 
emotions, that the religion of Jesus Christ, 
which is asimple matter of faith, and above 
human reason, has but little chance with 
some. A brilliant orator of the republican 
party in the last presidential campaign is a 
tue of Christianity, and wrote a book, on 
the first page of which he announced this 
sentiment: ‘“‘An honestGod is the noblest 
work of man!”’ Skepticism isthe mightiest 
temptation of the legal p ion, and that 
man who can stand in that profession, resist- 
ing all solicitations to infidelity, and cag be 
as brave as George Briggs, of Massaghu 
setts, who stepped from the guberna- 
torial chair to the missionary convention, 
to plead the cause of a dying race; then, 
@ his way home from the convention 
on a cold day, took off his warm cioak and 
threw it over the shoulders of a thin-clad 
missionary, saying, ‘Take that and wear it, 
it will do you more good than it will me;”’ or 
like John McLean, who can step from the 
supreme court room of the United S ates 
to the anniversary platform of the Ameri- 
can Sunday school union, its most brilliant 
orator—deserves congratulation and enco- 
mium. Ob! men of the legal profession, let 
me beg of you to quit asking questions in 
regard to religion and begin believing. The 
mighty men of your profession, Story and 
Kent and Mansfield, became Christians not 
through | their heads but through their 
hearts. ‘‘Except ye become asa little chi, 
ye shail nowise enter into the kingdom of 
God.”’ If you do not become a Christian, 
oh! man of the legal profession, until you 
can reason this whole thing out in regard to 
God, and Christ, and the immortality of the 
soul, you will never become a Clristian a: 
all. Only believe. ‘Bring Zenas, the 
lawyer.” 

Another mighty temptation for the legal! 
profession is to Sabbath-breaking. A tria! 
has been going on for ten or fifteen days, 
The evidence is all in. It is Saturday night. 
The judge’s gavel falls on the desk, and he 
says: “Crier, adjourn the court till ten 
o'clock Monday morning.’ On Monday 
morning the counselor is tosum up the case 
Thousands of dollars, yea, the reputat’o» 
aid life of his client may depend upon the 
success of his plea. How wiil he spend the 
intervening Sunday? There is not one law- 
yer out of a hundred that can withstand the 
temptation to break the Lord’s Diy under 
such circumstances. And yet, if he does, be 
hurts bisown soul. What, my brother, you 
cannot do before twelve o’clock Saturday 
night, or after twelve o’clock Sunday night, 
Beside 
that you wantthe twenty-four bours of Sat- 
bath rest to give you that electrical and 
magnetic force which will be worth more to 
you before the jury than all the elaboration 
of your case on the sacred day. Our own 
Judge Neilson, in his interesting reminis 
cences of Rufus Choate, says that during the 
lest case that gentleman tried in New York 
the court sdjourned from Friday until 
Monday, on account of the illness of Mr. 
Choate; but the caronicler says that on the 
interveni:g Sabbath he saw Mr. Choate in 
the old ‘“‘Brick Church,” listening to Rev. 
Dr. Gardiner Spring I donot know wheth- 
er on the foliowing day Rufus Choate won 
his cause or !ost it; but Ido know that his 
Sabbatic rest did not do him any harm. 
Every lawyer is enti:led to one day’s rest 
out of the seven. If he surrenders that he 
robs three—God, his soul, and his client. 
Lord Castlereagh and Sir @homas Romilly 
were the leaders of the bar in their day. 
They both died suicides. Wilberforce 
accounts for their aberration on the 
ground that they were never _inter- 
mittent in their work, and they never 
rested on Sunday. “Poor fellow!” 
said Wilberforce, in regard to Castlereagh. 
‘Poor fellow! it was non-observance of the 
Sabbath. ‘‘Chief-Justice Hale says: ‘When 
I do not properly keep the Lord’s day all 
the rest of the week is unhappy and unsuc- 
cessful in my worldiy employment.” I 
quote from the highest statute-book iu the 
universe: ‘Remember the Sabbath day to 
to keep it holy.” The legal gentleman who 
breaks that statute may seem for a while to 
be advantaged; but, in the long run, the 
man who observes this Jaw ot God will 
have larger retainers, vaster influence, 
greater profess‘onal success than those men 
who break the statute. Observance of the 
law of God pays not only spiritually and 
eternaily, but it pays in hard dollars. 

Another powerful temptation of the legal 
profession is to artificial stimulus, Noone 
except those who have addressed audiences 
know abont the nervous exhaustion that 
comes afterward. The temptation to strong 
drink approaches the legai profession at 
thai very point. ‘hen, a trial 1s coming on. 
Through the ill-ventilated court-rcom the 
barrister’s health has been depressed for 
days and weeks. Hewants to rally his en- 
ergy. He is tempted to resort to artificial 
stimulus, It is ciiher to get himself up or 
let himse/f duwn that this temptation 
comesupon him die flowerof the Amer- 
ican bar, ruined in repicraiion and ruined 
in estate, said in his lust moments: ‘This 
is the end. I ain dying on a borrowed bed, 
covered with a borrowed sheet, in a house 
built by public cberity. Bury me under 
that tree in the middle of the field, that I 
may not be crowded. I always have been 
crowdec,”’ ) 

Another powerful temptation of the legal 
profession is to alluw the absorbing duties 
of the profession tochut ont thoughts of a 
great future. You Enow very well that 
you who have so often tried others will af 
ter awhile be put on trial yourself. Death 
willserve on you a writ of ejectment, and 
you will be put off these earthly premises. 
On that day all the affairs of your life will 
be presented in a “bill of particulars.’”’ No 
certiorari from a higher court, for this is 
the highest court. The day when Lord 
Exeter was tried for high treason; the day 
when the house of commons moved for the 
impeachment of Lord Lovett; the day 
wien Charlies lL. and Queen Catharine were 
pu:on trial; the day when Robert Emmet 
was arraigned as au insurgent; the day 
when Biennerhasset was brought into the 
court-room because he had tried to 
overthrow the Uuited States govern- 
ment, and all the other great 
trials of the world are nothing com- 
pret with the great trial in which you and. 

shall appear, summoned by the judge of 
quick and dead, Ttere will be no pleading 
there the “statute of limitations,” no “turn 
ing stete’s evidence,” trying to get off while 
others suffer; no “moving for a nonsuit.”’ 
The case wili comeon inexorably, and we 
shall be tried. . You, my brother, who have 
so often been advocate for others, will then 
need an advocate for yourself. Have you 
selected him?
